LOAN, BANKNOTE 
RULES GAZETTED 


Five regulations governing 
the Compulsory Loan and ex- 
change of banknotes were 
gazetted on Sunday and 
published on Monday. 

“Emergency Regulations

well as the “Order on Ex- 
changing Rank Notes and the 
Compulsory Loan-—1952” are 
designed to give legal status
